The iVssocirted Pres-s 

WASHINGTON . — Stepping into a po- 
litically charged dispute, the Supreme 
Court agreed Monday to review whether 
states am make English their official lan- 
guage and re«iuire its use for most gov- 
ernment aciion.s. 

The justices .said they will examine a 
lower coun ruling that said Arizona’s of- 
ficiat-English constitutional amendment 
violates -stale employees' right of free 
speech. 

Official-English laws have been grow- 
ing in popularity along with proposiils to 
limit immigration and restrict govern- 
ment benefits to immigrants, 


Twenty-nvu other states and at least 40 
cities liux’e enacted some type of ofncial- 
EnglLsh law. and Congress is considering 
legislation similar to the amendment Ari- 
zona voters adopted in 1988. 

Bob Dole, the prospective Republican 
presidential nominee, supports the feder- 
al legi.slaiion, .saying. “We nrad the glue 
of language to hold us together." 

But President Clinton has criticized 
the idea, saying English is “of course” 
the Itmguage of the United States hut 
that people .should value “the culture, 
the imdiiions of eveiybody.” 

In other action Monday, the court: 

* Agreed to use an Oregon case to de- 
cide whether people may use the Endan- 


gered Species Act to file lawsuits accus- 
ing the federal goveniment of doing too 
mucli to pnitect a species. 

* Agreed to decide in a Kansas case 
whether people must pay income taxes 
on punitive damages they are awarded in 
perstMial-injuty lawsuits. 

• Turned down Louisiana's bid to 

deny Medicaid-funded abortions for 
women impregnated as a result of rape 
or incest. Federal law allows Medicaid- ' 
funded nboriions for such women.;

How to compose compost 

Packed house turns out to learn proper methods

TWIN FALLS - Grass clippings, can- 
taloupe rinds and u.sed cuffee fillers are 
nothing more than garbage foe many 
folks, but for gardeners who know a lit- 
tle organic alchemy, they arc husic in- 
gredients for ricli soil known as “black 
gold," 

Turning organic garbage into com- 
post also keeps it out of local landfills, 
which extends their effective life. 

“About 40 percent of what we throw 
out in an averuge hnusehnld is organic 
and could be composted,” said Barbara 
Morales, a solid-waste specialist with 
the University of Idaho's Extension ser- 
vice. Morales led a workshop on com- 
posting techniques for a capacity crowd 
at the College of Southern Idaho on

Gardeners love compost. Morales 
said, “because when you put it on your 
plants, you’ll sec them just pop up. 
Once you’ve had it, you won’t ever want 
to be without it.” 

Simply pul, composting is a process of 


microbial decay that reduces organic 
“garbage” to thick, rich humus. It is a 
dynamic process - in many respects 
similar to cooking - so there are count- 
less "right" ways to accomplish it, 
Morales .said. 

Central to any successful composting 
scheme is a proper container with ade-

Witness ends 
silence, calls 
friend killer

'IWIN FALLS - Ad:m Tito Camu said 
Monday he blocked out the memory of 
iris childhood friend murdering a leuii- 
ager during tin early morning Irrawl last 
spring. 

"1 made riiyself believe it was a dream 
that wasn't true,”' Cantu, 21, testified in 
coun. “I didn’t want it to be true." 

Recently, Cantu .struck a plea hiirgiiin 
chat freed him from the Twin I'alls Conti' 
ty Jiiil in exchange for his testimony 
iibom the death of IK-yeur-old Ryan Wig- 
gins of Casilcford. 

Fifth District Judge J. William Han 
said he expects to decide Thursday 
wiiethcr there is ccumgli evidence to tiy 
Ciiniu’s friend, Rudy Trevino, 22, of Twin 
Falls, with first-degree murder. 

Speaking quietly iind wearing orange 
jail garb, Cnniu described how lie, Trevi- 
no and another man confronted "two > 

' cuwlxiy.s” in the parking lot of the Circle 
K convenience .store in south Twin Falls 
on May 14, 

“1 .said somutiiing to thorn because 
they almost hit our veliide," Camu said. 

Tile two vehicles left the parking lot, 
then stopped on Orchard Street where 
Cantu and Wiggins began fistfigliting, he 
said. 

While fighting, Cantu slipped on the 
soles of his leather drc.ss shoes and called 
to Trevino for help, he said. 

"I just remember Rudy coming from 
the truck and hitting the guy I wiis fight- 
ing with in the head with an object," 
Cantu said. “It sounded awful wiien he 
hit him," 

Trevino clubbed, then .shot Wiggins in ‘ 
the chest with a sawed-off 20-gauge shot- 
gun, Cantu testified. 

"... I was getting in between tlteiii and 
u shot went off,” Ciiniii said. “That's 
when I knew it wa.s a gun." 

Wiggins died in a friend’s arms after 
collapsing on a barbed wire fence. Camu, 
Trevino and the third man, Clifford Ve- 
lasquez, sped off in Trevino’s Suzuki 
Sidekick - tossing the gun nut :is they 
went, Cantu said. 

At first, Cantu told police and a judge 
he knew nothing of the immicide. Hu was 
ciuirged with .six felony cotints of perjury 
and being an accessory to murder. Those 
charges later were di.smisscd. 

Monday, Cantu said that in c.xcliange 
for his help on liie witness siiind, he 
agreed to plead guilty to a reduced 
weapons charge in a sepaniie incident. 
Prosecutors will recommend two years’ 
unsupervised probation for Ciiiitu's in- 
volvement in an October 1995 shooting

LOS ANGELES — “Brave- 
heart," the epic about a 13th<en- 
tury Sottish patriot, won five Os- 
"Cars Monday niglit,- including best 
picture and best director for its 
star Mel Gibson. 

Uke Gibson, Emma Thompson 
also won an Oscar in another area 
of her craft, adapting the Jane 
Austen novel “Sense and Sensi- 
bility” for the screen. 

Susan Sarandon, who played a 
nun trying to redeem a con- 
demned killer in "Dead Man 
Walking,” took best actre.ss hon- 
ors .and Nicolas Cage was named 
best actor for hi.s role as a suicidal 
alcoholic in “Leaving Uis Vegas." 

, Gibson, a plaid vest flashing 
from between the lapels of his 
tuxedo; thanked writer Randall 
Wallace ^nd producer Alan Ladd 
Jr. for bnnging the .script of the 


early Scottisli epic to a “fiscal Im- 
becile.” 

“Like most directors, what I rt> 
ally want to do is act,” said Gib- 
son. He granted his own wish, 
“casting himself as the wild-haired 
warrior who drove the English 
from Scotland. 

“Bravelicart’' was Gibson’s sec- 
ond outing as a director, the first 
being “The Man Wilhoui a 'ace” - 
in 1993. He follows a line of ac- 
tors-turned director who have 
won Oscars; Robert Redford, 
Warren Beatty, Woody Allen, 
Kevin Costner. 

Thompson, who won the best 
actress award for “Howard’s 
End” in 1992, collected her sec- 
ond Oscar. 

The English actress told of visit- 
ing author Austen’s grave at 
IVinchester Cathedral “to pay my 
respects and tell her about tiic 
grosses.” 


She concluded by dedicating 
her atvard to Ang Leu, who direct- 
ed the film but was overlooked 
fur an Oscar nomination though 
the film was up for best picture. 

Supporting actor uwurds went 
to Kevin .Spacey, the verbal con 
man in “The Usual Suspects,” 
and Mira Sorvino,‘who played a 
hooker in "Mighty Aphrodite," 
won the Academy Awards for 
supporting actor and actre.s.s Mon- 
day night. 

Spacey thanked his mother for 
driving him to acting classc.s 
when he was 16: "J told you it 
(vould pay off, and liere's the pud- 
ding." 

Survino thanked her father as 
the veteran actor openly sobbed 
in the audience. 

“When you give me this award 
you iionor my father, Faul Sorvi* 
no. who taught me everything I 
know about acting,” site said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Now 
that the farm bill is almost fin- 
ished, the Agriculture Deponent 
is gearing up to stan sending the 
first chucks to formers in late 
spring and summer. 

Farmers may start sighing con- 
tracts for the new seven-year gov- 
ernment payments 45 day.s after 
the farm bill becomes law. 

The annual payments will be 
made in two insinllmcms, with the 
first checks this year likely going 
out in May, June and July, said 
Bruce Weber, associate adminis- 
trator of the Consolidated Farm 
Service Agency. The final pay- 


ments will be made in September. 

“We’ve got most of our policy 
papers, procedures and regula- 
tions already tvritten, so once the 
bill is enacted we can move pretty 
quickly," Weber said Monday. 

For farmers tviid arc used to get- 
ting a portion of their annual sub- 
sidy early .in the year lo pay for 
spring planting, the wait this time 
will be unusually long. But many 
farmers sny they’re just glad 
Congru.ss is finally finishing work 
on a farm bill. Thu old law that 
governed farm programs expired 
ul the end of 1995. 


“Everybody says it’s about 
time,” said Dave Torgeson, dircc- 
ior of the Minnesota Association of 
Wheat Grotvers. 

' House and Senate negotiators 
finished work on'compromisc farm 
legislation last week. It is now 
awaiting final House and Senate 
action. President Clinton has said 
he would sign it. 

Tlic bill ends llic traditional way 
of subsidizing farmers. Farhicrs 
used to receive a “deficiency pay- 
ment" to cover the difference be- 
tween market prices and a fixed 
target price set by the govern- 
ment. Under the new law, farmers

hootl tiiiit he or she will overesti- 
mate crime rales and e.'ciiress dis- 
trust of other people. 

Hutnuin-also claims that the more 

TV |)eople watch, the less likely 

' they are to vote or to hehmi’ to lo- 
cal civic and social or^’uni/citions. 

Ilis theory: Television has tnins- 
fonned America into a nation of 
passive cynics, loo disengtiyed to 
see what's really goinn on ;md too 
disenchanted lo do anytiiing ubottl 
it. 

That's an oversimplification, luit 
il’.s cflmpellinR nonetheless. If you 
were a Martian cave.sdropping on 
Americjin TV. it would he hard lo 
escape the conclusion thai Ameri- 
can society is violent, fractious, eco- 
nomically depressed and on the 
brink of collapse. 

• It’s certain a country with prob- 
lems, but lot's face it: I’crspcctive 
isn’t telcvi.sion’s long suit. 

• You're unlikely to learn from TV, 
for example, (hat the life c.\pccian- 
cy of Americans ha.s increased by 
almost six years since 1970, or tbai 
violent crime nationwide has aclu- 
ally declined since 1991. 

You won't hear Tom Brokaw and 
Dan Rather leading off tonight’s 
ncw.scast with tidings that the high 
.sdtool dropout rate has .slid from 12 
percent in 1970 to 9 percent today, 


or that home ownership rale for 
Americtui households (6S percent) 
is at its liighest level since Jimmy 
Carter left office. 

In part, that’s hecaii.se of the na- 
ture of the medium. Mayhem 
makes much more compelling 
video titan ordinaiy folks piirichihg 
lime clocks and raising decent kid.s.- 

Bm if your information about the 
Slate of the society in which you 
live comes largely from TV - ;ind 
from elected officitils who owe their 
jobs to their skill ;il e.vjtloiting the 
medium - then it's easy to believe 
the worst. 

One of the tvorsi side-effects of 
Aincricti’s had case of the blue.s is 
that more people seem to be wiih- 
dntwing from any efforts to change 
the negative things in (heir comimi- 
niiics.

Ramirez remembers seeing u man point u 
gun at the car tliat Ramins was riding in, 
and he remembers hearing .sliots fired. 

But it wasn't until his cousin stopped the

ized the bullets had smick the cor les.s than 
five feet from where he was sitting 

Robeno Huerta, 22, was arrested shortly 
after the shooting, which took place early 
Sunday morning near the Fiesta Mcxicana 
dance hall, 309 1' St. He was charged with 
being the triggerman in the shooting 

Huena, who police say is .in illegal alien 
residing in Hailey, was toeing held without 
bond on Monday, 

Ramirez was in the front passenger scat 
of a Pontiac Grand driven by Rolxino 
Ruiz, 18, of Burley, that was hacking away 
from a crowd heiiind Fiesta Mexicana 
when the shots were fired. 

“We were .ibotit to take off iind this big liglii 
camedosc tous. We just saw iliis guy pull out 
the gun. I didn’t get a good look at him, vve 
were ducking” Ramirez said. "He pointed it 
riglit at us, I told die driver. Just step on it"’ 

Freddy Gil, 19, of Rupen was injured when 
a Budwuiscr beer Ixiide enushed througli the 
car’s driver’s side window, moments before 
the shooting began. He was treated for a 
snoU cut on the left side of lus licad 

'There were no other injuries. 

Witnesses told police that die gunnuin Gad 
two to three shots in the air Ixiforc shootingat 
the car.

Detective Terry Quinn said it matciies 
the dcstyiption of die weapon used in the 
stioodng and will undergo haUi.stics test-s. 

Two of the bullets struck the driver-side 
door, leaving impres.sions where dicy failed . 
to penetrate. A third round went throujdt — 
the from fender. 

“We’re just lucky no one got shot.” 
Quinn said. ' 

Tlie gunman fled the sliooting scene with 
six others in the red piid<up. according to a 
police report.

Craig, Minnick debate 
control of federal lands

■nVIN FALLS - Claiming the fedenil gov- 
ernment vvill'nin «iut of money within 10 
years to manage federal lands, U.S, Sun. 
Larry Craig says Idaho could do it cliuaixsr 
if it had cunmit.. 

Craig, in town to explain the Fann Bill to 
area farmers, .said that Idaho could manage 
tile land for one-tliird tlie amount s|>eiit by 
tile federal govummeiit and pay for it by 
imposing grazing and timlterfees. 

Hi.s ideas were cut down by challenger 
Walt Minnick, an inilependeiit now seeking 
the Democratic nomination for Senate, vvlio 
quoted tlie $90 million price lag for manag- 
ing the lands that state Controller J.D. 
Williams calculated last fall, 

"That's an 8 percent tux increase,” 
Minnick said. "I don't know anyone in 
Idaho willing to pick up an 8 percent 
ineVease to pay for the cost the federal gov- 
ernment is paying now.’’ 

In the past two years, rhetoric lia.s steadi- 
ly evolved from an initial pro]X)snl to sell off 
public lands to pay off the national debt, to 
a propositi co-sponwired by Cniig to transfer 
control of. federal lands to tlie states, and 
now to Craig's latest proposal to allow stales 
and die federal govemmcni to co-manage 


selected tracts of public lands at the discre- 
tion f){ the Forest Service director. 

He's just talking Forest Service lands 
now, as well - not Bureau of Land 
Management lands, wliicli are often less 
productive. 

1 lis latest pnijxisiil de]>ends on the move- 
ment of the Western states, he said, and 
wlietlier they pass laws similar to a pniposal 
pa.ssed in this year's Idaho legislative ses- 
sion to allow the state and the fedenil gov- 
ernment to co-mtinage lush nortli Idaho 
public lands.

He based his assertions tliat the fedenil 
government would run out of money to 
manage public lands on his own ohservu- 
tions of the cuts in the Fore.st Service bud- 
get, he said.

Husband recounts scene 
in Kimberly native’s murder retrial

PROVO, Utah — Allen Uifferty, netirly 
a dozen _years after finding his wife and 
baby dauglitcr dead, dcscrilxid the liorri- 
fying scene Monday at the retrial of his 
oldest brother Ron, who is accused in the 
slayings.

Brenda’s father, said it was 
the first time in alxuit eiglii years that lu* 
had seen his fonner son-in-law, who has 
remarried and lives in Southern 
California.

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Conservation effort could 
involve swapping of land 


ISLAND PARK (AP) — A 
unique conservation effort could 
- allmv consmicrion-of more-homes 
in one pan of the Island Pork area 
to presen'e a wetlands-rich ranch 
. in another. 

TheTarghee National Forest has 
proposed trading 440 acres of its 
land near Island Park Village for 
the 160-acre Lucky Dog Ranch, a 
prime piece of land'cast of U.S. 
Highway 20 that the agency has 
coveted for years. 

The swap would preserve impor- 
tant springs and meadows, but 
development would incrcaw in the 
woods around the village. Some 
neighbors of the existing public 
land say the tradeoff is not worth 
the price. 

But Island Park District Ranger 
Adrian KcUcr said the Lucky Dog 
land has a greater variety of habi- 
tat than the Forest Service proper- 
ty. There also is no development 
between the ranch and 
Yellowstone National Park, mak- 
ing if a valuable corridor for griz- 
zly tMiWS. 

Initial estimates by Fremont 
County show the trade could result 


in up to 176 new homes, while only 
42 would be allowed if Lucky Dog 
-were developed. '• 

The 440 acres to be traded have 
been logged in stages over the 
decades, most recently last fall. 
The Nature Conse.wancy bought 
the remote Lucky Dog Ranch last 
year, but cannot afford to keep it. 
So the conservancy offered to 
trade for forest land next to an 
existing pocket of development, 
and gave an option on that land to 
Rexburg developer Rex Wasden. 

Much of the land Wasden would 
get is on a forested bench over- 
looking Henry’s Lake Flat, the 
Centennial Mountains and 
Sawtellc Peak. Still, an indepen- 
dent appraisal found the Lucky 
•Dog land is worth more as a poten- 
tial vacation home spot, so the gov- 
ernment would add an undisclosed 
cash payment to The NaTure 
Con.servancy. 

It may seem odd for 'I’he Nature 
Conscrv-ancy to make a deal that 
increa.ses residential development. 
But the group’s Henry’s Fork 
Project manager said the Lucky 
Dog land is that important. 


“There’s definitely a tradeoff, 
Louise Kellogg said. “If it was 
perfect world, we’d lik e to see botl 
pieces protected.” 

Sixty of the 160 acres at Lucky 
Dog are wetlands and could not be 
developed even if someone want 
cd to build on the land. All 440 
acres of Forest Service land near 
Island Park Village are dry. 
although building would not be 
allowed on some of the bench, 
slopes. 

Several owners of land adjacent 
to the Forest Service property, 
have written letters protesting the I 
swap. 

“We all paid top dollar for tliis,” 
said Jerry Nave of Idaho Falls, 
who i-s building a vacation home in 
-Island.Park. ‘:These arc largcjots , 
because we didn’t want a lot of 
traffic. We didn’t want it to 
become another Macks Inn.” i 
The Forest Service will accept I 
public comments about the pro- 
posed swap until Wednesday, and 
could have a decision from the 
regional forester by April. The 
trade could become final after a 
45-day appeal period.

BOISE (AF) — Hunting and 
motorized vehicles ^viil be restrict- 
ed in portions of the Snake River 
Birds of Frey National 
Coaservaiion Area this spring. 

Soaring use of the area is 
increasing conflicts between gun 
users and others, as (veil as 
between hikers and off-road dri- 
vers. Visits to the area have grown 
fourfold since 1994. according to 
the Bureau of Uiud Management. 

So much hunting in an area u.sed 
by so many people has become 
dangerous, said John Sullivan, the 
area’s manager. He said.a bullet 
hit the arm of a man roofing his 
hou.se on Kuna Cave Rond. 
Sullivan also said a National 
Guardsman in the Orchard 
Training Area caught a bullet in 
the thigi). 

Bullets fly fiercest in the spring, 
when hunters seek ground squir- 
rels. The animals, key food for the 
area’s 1,600 to 2,000 Itawks, owls, 
falcons and other raptors, hiber- 
nate over the winter and then 
return to their burrows for the 
summer.

A 
SlOO fine was imposed for the sec- 
ond offense, rising to 5200 for the 
diird imd up to $300 tfiereafter. 

Commissioners said tlie county 
received sevenil complaints last year 
of irrigation water on ruatK which is 
a mi.sdemcanor crime. A few montlcs 
ago they appointed a committee to 
come up widi a plan to hall the prob- 
lem. 

The committee, which included 
law enforcement and highway dis- 


trict reirrescntailves, recommended 
the county impose harslier penalties 
and enforce them strictly.

But die Itigliliglit of her trip were 
visits to two fortified posts outside

Pre-sident Clinton, restricted to the 
ba.se by bad weatlier in January, did 
not see as mudi of this ivar-ViTacked 
region as Mrs. Clinton did Monday. 

Tlie troops seemed to appreciate 
it: cameras diirpcd like a thou-sand 
crickets as she chatted with mine- 
disposal experts, examined huge 
tanks and met a hero or two. 
Chelsea, 16, kept her asual low pro- 
file but remained coastantly at her 
modter’s side, posing for soldiers or 
talking sofUy widi them. 

Watching the first lady troop 
around in muted trench coat and 
p;mt.s^gt.

WASHINGTON — Interest rates on 
short-term Treasury securities fell in 
Monday's auction. 

■ The Treasury Department sold S13.6 
billion in three-month bills at an average 
discount rate of 4.99 percent, down from 
5.02 percent last week.

The new discount rates understate the 
actual return to investors — S.12 percent 
for three-month bills with a 510,000 bill 
selling for $9,873,90 and 5.17 percent for 
a six-month bill selling for $9,748.70.

"Wc voluntarily put the warning label on 
our product. They did not and noiv they’re 
taking advantage of tiic situation,” he said. 

At Whitehall-Robin-s, a division of Ameri- 
can Home Products Corp., spokeswoman 
Carol Dombusli defended the company’s re- 
fu.sal to put the warning on Advil. 

Tylenol remains the No. 1 painkiller with 
about a 30 percent share of the miu-ket com- 
pared to Advil's 13 percent. 

While acknowledging Tylenol’s sales de- 
clined in 1995, Perkins said .sales were up 4 
percent in the fourth quaner and will prob- 
ably rise an additional 8 percent in tlie first 
three months of this year.

Development Inc., a Ctilifornia- 
hased training company. He dis- 
cussed his hook white in Seattle 
last week for a conference. 

Altliough the subject of his new 
hook is empowering workers, the 
message for change is directed at 
managers aiid letiders. Managers 
must u.xnmine the traditional stnic-. 
Hires of their Organizations and 
loctite rules that make it liard for 
employees to take responsibility 
for their jobs. 

“My advice? Get a pin on your 
coat that says ‘None of us is ns 
smart as all of us,'“ Ulanchard said. 
“Miintigers who think they've got 
to know everything or that tliey’re 
all-knowing are in trouble. The 
nuinuger's role is helping and facili- 
tating, rather than telling and 
knowing," 

The path to empowermeni fol- 
lows three basic steps; 

• Sharing information with 
employees, 

• Creating autonomy through 
boundaries and guidelines. 


• Repkicing hierarc-hy with self- 
directed letinLs. 

Sharing information xviih employ- 
ees allow.s them to feel a sense of 
ownership in a company. Armed 
with information about the xvork- 
ings of a company and its level of 
SUCCC.SS, 'they can make educated 
decisions for the good of the entire 
company, Ulancliard said. 

The next step is to establish 
guidelines for each job. If employ- 
ees know exactly what they are 
responsible for. they can focus 
their energy on achieving those 
goals. The guidelines are deter- 
niiiicd hy the mi.ssinn, golds, values 
and iiolicics of the company, 
Ulancliard .said. 

The team system, he s;iid, allows 
responsible decisions l>ecaiLsc leiun 
members will work out solutions 
themselves instead of running to 
the boss for answers. 

The result, Blanchard said, is 
employees who work harder to satis- 
fy customers and make their busi- 
ness run smoothly because they feci 
a personal .siake in the ettmpany. 

“'I'his is more of a piumership," 
Ulancliard said. “Workers realise 
how important they arc."

Some defensive maia-iivcrs go 
by unusual descriptive names. 
One of them is the "Crocodile 
Coup." The Encyclopedia of 
Bridge defines it as a defensive 
maneuver to foil an impending 
endpby. Like a crocodile opening 
its jaws, a defender in second scat 
wins a trick with an unnecessarily 
high card to prevent an endplay 
against his partner. Toikiy's hand 
illustrates an example of the 
"Crocodile Coup." 

South wins his heart ace and 
knocks out West's club ace. 
West's diamond switch goes to 
— South!s-king-and.SouUi-crosses-lo- 
dummy's diamond ace to ruff 
dummy’s last heart. After South 
crosses to dummy's spade ace to 
■ ruff dummy’s last diamond, he 
leads a low spade toward dum- 
my’s eight. Should West \rin with 
hisjackorhislO? 

If he plays either card. South 
makes his game. East is forced to 
win his singleton spade queen and 
is out of safe leads. Whichever red 
suit East leads gives South a ruff 
and sluff and South loses only one 
spade trick. 

There arc several ways to 
avoid South’s trap. One way is for 
East to unload his spade queen 
under dummy’s ace. The other 
“way is'for West to execute the 
"Crocodile Coup." When South 
leads the second spade, West ris- 
es with his king, opening the croc- 
odile jaws to swallow East’s 
queen. This rescues East from 
the endplay and allows the de- 
fense to score a second spade 
winner.

Last year, a BAF' apix;;ds commit- 
tee lifted its ban ha.sed on new evi- 
dence of pos.sible irregularities in die 
drug testing, but the lAAF ques- 
tioned the validity of the new evi- 
dence. 

On Monday, die LU\F delnted for 
90 minutes on whether to .seek arbi- 
tr.idon in the ciLse or drop the mat- 
ter. The decision represented a 
sharp shift from previous lAAF 
stances ngoiasi cffon.s by other adi- 
letes, including Butdi Re>-noIds and 
Germany’s Katrin Krabhe, to get 
drug bans lifted. 

Gyulai defended the lAAF po.s- 
ture, both in imposing its four-year 
ban and now dropping the case.
